The highest tar and nicotine 
content was found in unfit to red

Raleigh contains 43.4 milligrams ■ 
of tar and 2.64 milligrams of., 
nicotine, the -tivdy showed. 

One of the study's most dis¬ 
turbing findings, according to 
the scientist*!, was that one fil¬ 
tered cigarette—king-si 7 .o Hall 
Mall—vielded more tar and nieo¬ 
tine than the unfiltered kmg- ^ 
size cigarette of the same brand. ij n 

In tests of Chesicrr.eld. Lucky. sp 
Strike and Camels, the scten-!__ 
lists found that the smoker getsi 
as much or more tar and nico -1 
tine from the filter cigatcUes 
as from the unfiltered, regular 
cigarette of the same brand. 

The study also showed that 
some filters are much better 
than others. The Marvel filter, 
for instance, was nearly five 
times more effective in blocking 
tars than the Pall Mall filter. 

Dr. Moore observed in a tele¬ 
phone interview that cigaiette 
- advertising had given smokers 
the impression that filters would 
protect them from the dangers 
• of smoking. 

“Unfortunately. in many 
cases, they are'not being pro 
tected." the doctor said.
